Record Crop Being Fattened 
for Thanksgiving 
Market. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (AP).— 
There will be a bountiful supply of 
turkey meat for Thanksgiving din- 
ners this year. The largest crop 
in the nation’s history is being fat- 
tened and prepared for market. 

Farm officials estimate that at 
least 15,000,000 birds of this year’s 
33,138,000 crop will be sold. within 
the next five of six weeks. These 
birds, added to supplies already in 
cold storage, would provide suffi- 
cient meat, officials said, to give 
each American man, woman and 
child about two pounds for holi- 
day consumption.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Poli- 
tics, international affairs and the 
national] defense program were in- 
extricably mixed today by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt at his press confer- 
ence.

1. For the first time he definitely 
announced that, of course, he would 
serve out the next four years, if 


re-elected. He apparently wel- 
comed an inquiry which permitted 
him to deny reports that he might 
retire, if re-elected, to permit for- 
mer Secretary of Agriculture Hen- 
ry A. Wallace to become President. 


2. Asked to clear up the “misun- 
derstanding” that he would make 
a political journey to Illinois before 
the Nov. 5 election, he repeated his 
frequent assertion that the inter- 
national situation required adher- 
ence to his rule not to be: more 
than 12 hours from Washington. 
This situation, he said, is just as 
pressing now as the day it was an- 
nounced. 


First Negro General. 


3. With evident satisfaction, he 
announced that Col. Benjamin O. 
Davis, a Negro, had been promoted 
to Brigadier General. He ex- 
plained that, so far as he knew, 
Davis would be the first Negro 
soldier to be named Brigadier Gen- 
eral. This promotion is expected 
to silence criticism from Negro 
voters that there has been discrim- 
ination against Negro officers in 
the army. 


4. He let it be known indirectly 
that the four international situa- 
tions requiring his constant atten- 
tion involve Spain, the possibility 
of further involvement of France 
with the Axis Powers, Greece and 
the Balkans and the Far East.

ROME, Oct. 25 (AP).—An Italian 
air base has been established on

Twenty-third. 

He said he would select the 150 
precincts for report to the Gov- 
ernor and the Election Board from 
areas with many vacant buildings 
or many hotels and lodging houses.

DETROIT, Oct. 25 (AP).—Wil- 
liam S. Knudsen, member of the 
National Defense Advisory Com- 
mission in charge of production, 
announced today that about $500,- 
000,000 in airplane parts contracts 
would be awarded to the automo- 
bile industry next spring. 
Knudsen, who came to Detroit 
for a conference with representa- 
tives of the motor industry, tool 
and die manufacturers and body 
equipment makers, made his en- 
nouncement following a_ closed 
meeting with representatives of all 
motor car manufacturers, 

“I received assurances that all 
the productive skill of the motor- 
car industry will be available for 
prosecution of the national defense 
program,” said Knudsen, who ex- 
plained that the meeting was called 
as an exploratory undertaking to 
determine what facilities the _ in- 
dustry could adapt to airplane 
parts production. 

The parts to be manufactured by 
the automobile industry, Knudsen 
continued, will be used in building 
bombing planes. The _ contracts 


will be spread widely throughout 
the industry’s plants, he said. 


Early last week Knudsen told 
the automobile manufacturers that 
in carrying out his part in imple- 
menting the rearmament undertak- 
ing he intended to “push and push 
and keep on pushing,” until the 
flow of needed materials begins to 
roll out in maximum volume. Pre- 
viously he had told them that the 
entire output of machine tools for 
1941 had been spoken for by the 
defense planners.

Hawkins asserted the last two- 
year contract, ended July 1, cost 
the State $718,005 for printing and 
binding, with printing rperesenting 
$538,503 of the bill. He denied other 
estimates it totaled around $900,000 
and dismissed the suggestion that 
an audit be made with his declara- 
tion that the public wasn’t interest- 
ed, adding there was no more pub- 
lic interest in printing “any more 
than any other item of expense 
necessary to carry on the State gov- 
ernment.” 

Gov, Stark, who issued the text 
of the letters urging an audit, said 
today he still had the matter “un- 
der consideration.” Yesetrday he 
said he did not want to see the 
question involved in politics as it 
might be if he were to take ac- 
tion on the eve of election. 

As previously reported in the 
Pest-Dispatch, the Associated In- 
dustriee letter urged the Governor 
as a matter of important public 


policy to “clarify the whole problem 
of State printing and its costs by 
instituting an early audit of State 
printing ordered, delivered and paid 
for during the life of the last con- 
tract” It stated it was of “vital 
interest” to Missouri taxpayers. 
The Chamber of Commerce letter 
was in similar vein. 

Hawkins, whose firm is doing 
business with the State under a 
temporary contract because of liti- 
gation which has delayed award of 
the 1940-42 contract, assured Stark 
“I am confident had the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce known the 
true facts regarding the State print- 
ing the request for an audit would 
not have been made.”

SAYS JOHNSON, IF 


ROOSEVELT WINS] 


Ex-Head of NRA Predicts 
Willkie Victory as Result 
of ‘‘Distrust of Guile” of ; 
President. | 


- CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 25 (AP) —| 
Gen. Hugh 8. Johnson declared last. 
night that if President Roosevelt is: 
re-elected “war is certain and will 
come soon,” and hen predicted that 
Wendell L. Willkie would be elected 
President. | 

In a radio broadcast sponsored | 
by the New York section of the 
Democratic Friendg of Willkie, the | 
mewspaper columnist and former | 
administrator of the NRA asserted | 
that “no act” of Roosevelt “in the 
past two years is inconsistent with 
@ purpose of war.” 

“Regardless of words,” Johnson 
added, ‘no act is wholly consistent 
with a purpose of peace.” | 

Gen. Johnson said “this belief is 
general among observers in Wash- | 
ington, but ig not yet general in the| 
country.” The country is uneasy | 
enough, however, to require a de- 
nial from the President, Johnson 
said. 


“Indignant Denial.” | 
“So, Mr. Roosevelt again, in his' 
best movie manner, registers grav-. 
ity, earnestness and sincerity in in- 
dignant denial,” Johnson said. | 
“Once more, words could not be in-| 
vented to make that denial more) 
emphatic. Can he get away with) 
it again?” 

Johnson said a “rising tidal wave, 
of popular sentiment . . . sweeping | 
Mr. Willkie to victory is composed | 
of three elements.” — | 

“One is a growing faith in the) 
simple, homespun honesty of Mr.) 
Willkie,” Johnson asserted. 

“Another is a growing popular! 
distrust and fear of the cleverness, | 
slickness and guile of Mr. Roose-| 
velt. 

“This country yearns for what the 
whole world needs—a return to hon- 
esty, respect for the pledged word 
and faith in the promises by which 
men live,” 

Cites Pledge on Dollar. 

Johnson drew what he said was 
a parallel) between Roosevelt’s 
speech in Philadelphia last night 
and one in 1932 when, Johnson add- 
ed, “the Democratic headquarters 
was thrown into consternation” by 
reports that Roosevelt planned to 
devaluate the dollar. | 

Senator Carter Glass left a sick 
bed to make a denial and, later, | 
Roosevelt himseif denied the re- 
ports, Johnson continued. 

“Words could not have been in- 

vented to make his promise clearer 
or more emphatic that no such ter- 
rible thing would be done,” John- 
gon said. 
“Within six months after his elec- 
tion, Mr, Roosevelt had brazenly 
violated the promise of his plat- 
form, the promise of Senator Glass, 
his own most solemn promise and, 
worst of all, the promise of the 
United States to its citizens. 
“The 1932 situation repeats it- 
self.” 
Introduced by Girdler, 
Johnson was introduced at a ban- 
quet of the American Society for 
Metals by Tom M. Girdler, chair- 
man of Republic Steel Corporation, 
who referred jokingly to a state- 
ment of Edward J. Flynn, Demo- 
cratic national chairman, that John- 
son and Girdler would be appointed 
Cabinet members if Willkie were 
elected. 
Johnson responded by saying that 
if he and Girdler “don’t get in the 
Cabinet both might wind up in @ 
concentration camp.”

‘Chairman of Appropria- 
tions Committee Chal- 
lenges Critics to Show 
How to Cut Spending.

| WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (AP).— 
Chairman Taylor (Dem.), Colorado, 
of the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, disclosed today that con- 
gressional expenditures and com- 
mitments since Jan. 1 had reached 
a peacetime high of $25,572,819,337 
and challenged anyone to say 
where appropriation cuts should 
be made. 

| Placing in the Congressional 
Record a financial summary ac- 
companied by a chart of 15 major 
‘categories of expenditures to show 
the work of Congress this session, 
‘Taylor said: 


“I challenge those who criticise 
the total appropriations of the ses- 
sion to take this table and indicate 
‘which of the 15 major categories 
of outlay they would eliminate.” 
| Taylor's tabulation showed that 
‘actual appropriations amounted to 
'$16,920,627,477, with contract au- 
thorizations of all kinds totaling 
|34,066,191,860, plus an additional 
commitment of $4,596,000,000 for a 
‘'two-ocean navy. 
| The summary showed that 56 per 
‘cent of the actual appropriations— 
or $9,114,345,921—was chargeable to 
‘national defense and enforcement 
of the Neutrality Act, leaving 
about $7,000,000,000 for other func- 
tions of the Government. 

The chairman figured that Con- 
gress had made appropriations and 
obligations for national defense 
amounting to $17,692,227,930. 

Taylor's aids disciosed that only 
once before in history had the to- 
tal commitments been higher than 
this year’s total. That was in 1918 
when appropriations totaled $27,- 
092,094,720 and contract authoriza- 
tions reachéd $9,027,441,362—a $36,- 
119,536,082 total. 

Besides defense, other major 
items in Taylor’s tabulation of ex- 
penditures this year: Agriculture, 
$1,091,360,950; public debt interest, 
$1,100,000,000; relief, $1,489.120,357; 
postal service, $833,843,084, and 
Veterans’ Administration, $577,840,- 
544,

TEXT OF WILLKIE'S SPEECH AT AKRON 


AKRON, 0O., Oct. 25 (AP). 
OLLOWING is the prepared tert 
of a speech by Wendell L. Will- 
kie, Republican presidential candi- 
date, last night at Goodyear Hall: 


Our goal is a secure, free nation 
of independent citizens, fully em- 
ployed. 

Tonight I want to talk to you 
about something that will help us 
reach that goal. I want to discuss 
with you, very frankly, something 
we all talk about, but most of us 
do not understand—collective bar- 
gaining. 

There are no two words in our 
modern speech which are given s0 
much lip-service, but which are so 
little understood. Yet, unless we 
do understand what they mean, we 
cannot accomplish the ends we seek 
to achieve by collective bargaining. 


Jobs cannot be created for the 
9,000,000 unemployed Americans un- 
less there is a full understanding 
of collective bargaining. But if we 
do understamd, and use collective 
bargaining properly, then the stand- 
ard of living will inevitably rise, 
and the prosperity and the inde- 
pendence of the farmer can be per- 
manently restored. 

And if we do develop collective 
bargaining to the utmost, the farm- 
er will have to greatly expand his 
production in order to satisfy the 
needs of the industrial worker. The 
consuming needs of the American 
people have not begun to be met. 
Effective co-operation, mutual un- 
derstanding between the Govern- 
ment, labor, industry and agricul- 
ture, depends in large part upon a 
full realization by all of us of the 
possibilities of collective bargaining. 


Relationship Between 
Labor and Management. 


One of the first basic principles 
of modern American life is the in- 
ewitable and close relationship be- 
tween labor and management. 


It has taken America many bitter 
and foolish years to learn that the 
relationship between labor and cap- 
ital is like the relationship between 
the two arms of your body. The 
blood stream of each is common to 
both. Farsighted pioneers in the la- 
bor movement have known for gen- 
erations that true collective bar- 
gaining between equals is one of 
the surest guarantees we have that 
democracy may be preserved. 


Another basic factor in modern 
American life is the relationship be- 
tween industry, which must include 
both the workers and management, 
and agriculture. 


The simple, obvious, plain truth 
fs that America is not divisible. It 
ds one. And what hurts one, hurts 
all. What profits one, profits all. 


The New Deal shows no evidence 
of knowing these things. No admin- 
istration can lead America safely 
through the hazards of this war- 
torn world unless it fully under- 
stands that America is one.

Unemployment Problem 


Still Is Unsolved. 


One sordid, sorry fact of Amer- 
ican life we must recognize at 
once is the fact that nearly 9,000,000 
Americans are without jobs today. 
Many have been without jobs for 
years. Whatever brought about 
our present problem of unemploy- 
ment, one thing is plain: The New 
Deal has not solved that problem 
after eight years of power. 

And today, all that it offers to 
you is permanent unemployment on 
a gigantic scale. 

In other words, after they have 
manipulated and mutilated the na- 
tional credit—after they have dou- 
bled the national debt, the over-all 
result, the terrible over-all result is 
that we are in the same critical 
position in 1940 that we have been 
in during the New Deal’s two terms 
in office. Nine million citizens are 
still without jobs, and millions of 
Americans are without bread, ex- 
cept at the pleasure of the New 
Deal. 

We must and we shall continue 
relief until every unemployed Amer- 
ican has a job made available to 
him. Furthermore, we shall sup- 
port labor in every social gain it 
has made. These gains, for which 
the New Dael claims exclusive cred- 
it, were achieved over a period of 
many years by far-sighted labor 
leadership, by the sweat, the toil, 
and the agony of the workers them- 
selves, 

The credit belongs primarily to 
labor. ‘In the broader view, the 
social gains should not be regard- 
ed as something of importance 
only to the workers of our Amer- 
ican society. 

They are important gains, essen- 
tial gains—to all Americans, to our 
whole way of life.

‘Merely a Foundation 
For Further Work. 


Workmen’s compensation acts, 
unemployment insurance, old-age 
insurance, putting a ceiling on the 
number of hours a man or a wom- 
an might work, and putting a floor 
below which no employer can go 
in the amount of wages he pays 
—these are but a part of the so- 
cial gains that must be considered 
today. They are a foundation on 
which we can, and from which we 
will expand our production,  in- 
crease the number of jobs, and im- 
prove the standards ef living of 
our people. 

We shall not stop with the gains 
already made. We shall press for- 
ward toward the mark. The old 
age of all Americans must be made 
secure. Our administration will 
aim to make old age a time of con- 
tentment and security; a time of 
rest and independence. 

One of the most important con- 
tributions we want to make to 
American life is better housing. 
We intend to put the whole power 
of Government behind a drive to 
abolish the slums of our great cit- 
ies, and to give decent housing 
to all our people both in the cities 
end on the farms. 

America should be a land where 
there is no wrong side of the rail- 
road tracks, and we will make it 
just that. 

Such improvements in our life, 
such basic social reforms cannot 
be isolated from the other aims of 
our society. They are intimately 
interwoven with the other aims. 
Collective bargaining, considered in 
its broader sense, is a means of in- 
terweaving them. Collective bar- 
gaining educates our society to the 
need for those things. And on the 
other hand, if we have those things, 
the attitudes of those who are gath- 
ered around the table to bargain 
collectively will be both more en- 
lightened and more receptive. 

I believe that it is only through 
collective bargaining in this broad- 
est sense that we can keep faith 
with the half-million young Ameri- 
cans who enter the mature life of 
America each year. 

The New Deal’s methods of keep- 
ing faith with these young people 
is to treat them as problem chil- 
dren whose only hope is a Govern- 
ment handout. American youth 
shall not be regarded as a surplus 
to be plowed under—into the muck 
of Fascist or Communist doctrine. 

Young America wants a Govern- 
ment that will, with their help, 
clear the road to productive oppor- 
tunity for every American. 

I offer them the chance—and I 
ask their help, their toil, and their 
sacrifice to get America back on 
the broad, strong road of increased 
production and jobs for all. 


Task That Means 


Hard Work for All. 


This is not an easy charge I lay 
upon them. It means hard work 
for all of us. 

It means a return to the Ameri- 
can proposition that if you want to 
get something done, you pitch in 
and do it. 

The New Deal speaks of the right 
of collective bargaining as some- 
thing that has been accomplished. 

We know that isn’t true. We do 
know that the National Labor Rela- 
tions Act is on the statute books.

New Deal Concept 
Called Reactionary. 


Collective bargaining as conceived 
by the New Deal is not true collec- 
tive bargaining. The New Deal 
concept is a reactionary concept. 

The true purpose of collective 
bargaining is to achieve a co-ordi- 
nation of effort by the American 
people and co-operation between 
them. 

Other democracies have failed 

simply because their leaders de- 
spaired of solving problems by the 
voluntary co-ordination co-opera- 
tion of their people. The defeat- 
ism of their leaders resulted in ab- 
ject surrender to Fascism. 
Let us not, by perpetuating the 
New Deal in office, run the risk 
that our democracy shall likewise 
fail. Let us unite to make effec- 
tive our democratic life. 

Only a strong, fully armed na- 

tion can live in peace in today’s 
world. It is not hard for a dic- 
tatorship to be strong in a military 
sense. But a democracy can be 
strong and fully armed only when 
the leaders of all the people co- 
operate in production.

Management, as the representa- 
tive of ownership, has as its im- 
mediate concern. the stability of 
business, profits and property 
rights.

wages and working conditions so 
that its share of the national in- 
come may be secured. 

But while labor and management 
are thus in competition on the sur- 
face of things, fundamentally there 
is a deep community of interests 
between them. For instance, it is 
to management’s advantage to cre- 
ate high wages, and it is to labor’s 
advantage that the business should 
operate at a profit. 

Collective bargaining should be 
the process employed to make man- 
ifest the essential unity between la- 
bor and management, and _ to 
achieve for each an equitable par- 
ticipation in our democracy.

Nazis 
here who usually know what they 
are talking about say they doubt 
very much that either France or 
Spain will declare war on England 
in the near future or engage in 
any large-scale military operations, 
although minor operations like the 
French bombing attacks on Gibral- 
tar may be expanded.

This much seems to be clear:

PWARD of a million and a 
[J ausrter acres are being added 

to the nation’s military estab- 
lishment this winter for training 
an army of 2,000,000. 
Three-fifths of these are being 
bought for permanent use. The 
rest is being leased, and if the 
emergency continues the leases will 
be renewed. 
A few of the larger purchases are 
360,000 acres at Savannah, Ga., 
100,000 acres in the Sabine River 
area of Louisiana, 154,000 acres at 
Camp Merriam, Cal. and 16,346 
acres at Fort Dix, N. J. 
The others are strewn, in parcels 
ranging from 36 acres up to areas 
of tens of thousands, across the 
continent from Maine to Washing- 
ton and Oregon. Prices range from 
$2 an acre to $75, with the average 
about $25, 
The 20 tracts being rented are 
dispersed as widely as the 16 that 
are being bought. The rentals av- 
erage about 70 cents an acre. 
On these lands, men will march 
through ordered maneuvers. Indi- 
vidually and in units, the soldiers 
in the making will practice at their 
new profession, seeking a  pro- 
ficiency that will stand between 
the nation and any foreign enemy. 
The drill fields will be their class 
rooms; the gun, the bayonet, the 
tank and the airplane, their pen- 
cils.

And so does an army go out for 
maneuvers in a simulated combat. 
So do the heads of the different 
units go into a huddle and discuss 
strategy before the mock battle— 
or the actual battle. The differ- 
ence is that more is at stake and 
the quarterback has more help in 
figuring out the plays. 

Tactics Explained. 


Brig. Gen. Frank M. Andrews, 
Assistant Chief, of Staff in charge 
of operations and training, puts it 
this way: 

“In order to develop efficient and 
well-trained commanders, staffs 
and combat units, it is necessary to 
assemble in the field smaller units 
into brigade, division, corps and 
army units, and conduct combined 
exercises in which all arms and 
services participate. 

“Such maneuvers afford oppor- 
tunities for training commanders 
and staffs in marching, concentrat- 
ing, Maneuvering and supplying 
large units under combat condi- 
tions and for securing vital team- 
work between the various elements 
of these forces. 

“These field exercises afford the 
most practicable means of testing 
modern material, weapons, equip- 
ment, organization and _ tactical 
doctrines and methods.”

A FRIEND SETS WILLKIE RIGHT. , 
Singularly, the Munich agreement of 1938 is being 
mentioned more often these days in our own political 
campaign than in the news from Europe. Mr. Will- 
kie, in his reply to the President’s Philadelphia ad- 
dress, has again sought to implicate the chief ex- 
ecutive in the dismemberment of Czecho-Slovakia. 
It is doubtful that Mr. Roosevelt will consider the 
matter of enough significance in the campaign to 
justify further debate, but a complete answer to Mr.

The Legislature in its wisdom saw fit 
to give the Governor a check on the other depart- 
ments, under Missouri’s long ballot, not responsible 
to the chief executive. This auditor is attached to 
che Governor’s office for just such an assignment as 
this. The authority is there and the funds are avail- 
able for the audit. 

Demands have been made on the Governor by rep- 
resentative business organizations for such an audit. 
The Associated Industries of Missouri has asked for 
it, and so has the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce. 

But the Governor refuses to take action now. He 
said yesterday that he did not wish to see the ques- 
tion involved in politics, as it might be if he were 
to take action on the eve of election. 

What has politics got to do with it? The taxpay- 
ers of Missouri are entitled to know how their money 
is being spent, campaign or no campaign. Why, un- 
less there is something to hide, should the matter 
be hushed up at this time? It is clearly Mr. Stark’s 
duty to bring the facts out into the open, and let the 
chips fall where they may. 

The Governor also says that he would prefer not 
to do anything while the State Supreme Court is 
considering the suit filed by the Von Hoffmann Press 
of St. Louis, seeking to compel the Printing Commis- 
sion to accept a bid which the company asserts is| 
$100,000 lower than the one which got the award. 

Again, what has this suit to do with the taxpayers’ 
right to know the full facts? The two matters have 
only a general connection; fundamentally, they are 
separate and distinct issues. 

Two months of Gov. Stark’s administration remain. 
That is ample time for him to cause a searching audit 
into this lucrative printing business. He can, if he 
will, conduct for the first time an inventory which 
every private business would have been requiring at 
regular intervals. If he will face the issue instead 
of backing away from it, he can close his administra- 
tion with an action that will win the gratitude of 
Missouri citizens.

No one denies that the 
navy needs a little army of its 
own, the Marines, for missions 
which are primarily naval opera- 
tions though they require soldiers. 
But no one would argue that be- 
cause the navy has a little army, 
there should not also be an inde- 
pendent army commanded by sol- 
diers. There are ships in the army 
and there are soldiers in the navy, 
and they are indéed auxiliaries. But 
if soldiers were regarded only as 
auxiliaries of the navy, would there 
ever be much of an army? 


The very fact that the navy and 
army regard aviation as an auxil- 
iary is strong evidence amounting 
almost to proof, that they are not 
likely to think of aviation as a 
major arm in war.

Battleship Sunk 


Says Vessels of His Fleet Lacked Steam and 
Were So Tightly Packed in Harbor That 
Ones in Center Couldn’t Fire. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 25 (AP). 
—The sinking of the 22,184+ton 
French battleship Bretagne in the 
battle between British and French 


fleets near Oran last July was de- 
scribed graphically yesterday by 
Lieut. Commander Etienne Sicard, 
communications officer on the ship, 
who arrived here en route to Japan 
as French Naval Attache. 

“We were in the harbor at Mers- 
El-Kebir, the naval base near Oran, 
where the ships had gone when 
the German invasion commenced,” 
he told interviewers. “On the morn- 
ing of July 3, a large British fleet 
appeared off the port and signaled 
to us. 

“They offered us three alterna- 
tives: Allow the British to take over 
our fleet, scuttle them in six hours, 
or fight. They did not trust our 
Government. 

French “Astonished.” 

“We were astonished. We had 
given our word the French fleet 
would not fall into German hands 
and everyone would have died fight- 
ing if Germany had tried to take 
jhe ships over. 

“We had no steam, and were 
packed together in the harbor so 
closely we couldn't fight, but there 
was no thought of giving up our 
fleet, or scuttling it. 

“The last ultimatum was to ex- 


pire at 5:30 p. m., but the British 
opened fire with their big guns 
at 4:45.” 

Sicard said ships on the outside 
of the French group and shore bat- 
teries returned the British fire, but 
that the vessels in the center were 
packed so tightly their guns could 
not be fired. 

“For seven minutes,” he said, 
“the Bretagne shuddered from im- 
pact after impact without firing a 
shot in return. We were wounded, 
but in the heat of battle you never 
notice such things. 

Sucked Under by Ship. 

“Then, holed in many places and 
her gear shot to ,ieces, the Bre- 
tagne capsized and sank. All I 
remember is the ship rolling over 
slowly, and hearing a great roar. 

“When I came to, I was trying 
to swim upward, out of the depths 
into which I had been sucked by 
the ship.” 

Sicard said he floated on a life 
raft two -hours, suffering from a 
smashed shoulder and a _ head 
wound. 

“The scene was tragic,” he said. 
“Dead, wounded and drowning sail- 
ors and pieces of wreckage littered 
the surface, and burning, sinking 
ships were everywhere.” 

Sicard said that despite British 
reports, half the French fleet es- 
caped to Toulon.

Stock Was to Benefit’ 


Purchase of Its 


Insiders, Friends. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (AP).— 
The Sehate Railroad Finance Com- 
mittee asserted today that a pur- 
chase fo $250,000 of Chicago Great 
Western Railroad stock by the rail- 
road itself in 1930 was “irr evasion 
or violation of state laws” 


etfs and their friends.” 

The committee made the state-. 
ment in one of a series of reports, 
on its four-year-old investigation of 
railroad finances, 

“The scheme devised by insiders 
in the Great Western to use money 
from the treasury of the railroad 
to buy its own stock, through a 
wholly-owned subsidiary (Mason 
City & Fort Dodge Railroad Co.), 
was in evasion of the laws of INi- 
nois,” the report said. “The pur- 
chases, made during the depression 
were palpably unsound as an in- 
vestment. . , 

“This use of a wholly owned 
subsidiary, in circumvention of 
state and perhaps Federal laws, 
illustrates some of the evils which 
have resulted from such devices. 
Legislation is urgently needed to 
eliminate or rigidly regulate wholly 
owned subsidiaries in the railroad 
field. 


“Despite the abuse of the Great 


Western treasury at a time when 
the railroad needed all its available 
resources, and despite the losses 
which resulted, no steps have been 
taken to obtain reimbursement from 
the men who were responsible for 
the deal. When the road went into 
bankruptcy, one of these very men 
was appointed a trustee of the 
property. Another trustee was also 
appointed, but he has never sought 
to recover any of the losses in be- 
half of the bankrupt estate. 

“Legislation is needed establish- 
ing a special railroad court to 
handle railroad bankruptcy _pro- 
ceedings, and assuring the appoint- 
ment of truly impartial and consci- 
entious trustees, willing and able 
to press the railroads’ just claims 
for restitution.” 

The report said that while TIlli- 


nois law prohibited any [Illinois 
railroad corporation from pur- 
chasing its own stock, the stock 


purchases were made through the 
Mason City & Fort Dodge Railroad, 
incorporated under Iowa law and 
not subject to Illinois law, al- 
though “for all practical purposes 
the Mason City is a mere depart- 
ment of the Great Western.”

To purchase this, they seem will- 
ing to turn over the colonial naval 
bases, on the ground that they can- 
not really prevent the Axis from 
taking them, anyway; but they are 
reluctant to take upon themselves 
the onus of defense. What they of- 
fer the Axis is merely an extension 
of the occupied zone to certain co- 
lonial spots, with France remain- 
ing as neutral as before. 

4. Over this point, negotiations 
have struck a hitch and it is likely 
that the second meeting of French 
plenipotentiaries with Hitler, on 
the latter’s way back from. the 
Spanish border, was for the pur- 
pose of trying to reach a compro- 
mise. It is also likely that the 
French desire for a “definite” peace 
settlement will have to yield to the 
Axis intention of granting merely 
an “intermedite” one.

Commenting on this at his press 
conference, Martin said the people 
of those three states conceded all 
three to Willkie. 

Flynn claimed all the seaboard 
states outside of New England, 
the Southern states, the Pacific 
Coast, the Far Northwest, the bor- 
der states of West Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Missouri, Arkan- 
sas and Oklahoma, as well as Mas- 
sachusetts, Connecticut, Pennsyl- 
vania and New York. He said his 
reports on some states were in- 
complete. 

Prediction on New York City. 

Flynn predicted New York City 
would return a minimum Demo- 
cratic majority of 900,000 and added 
he would be “very mtich surprised 
if it doesn’t run over a million.” 

The Republicans contend they 
not only will cut down the normal 
Democratic majority in New York 
City, but will take a huge Repub- 
lican majority down to the city 
from the State. 

Flynn said the Republicans might

Making his first visit to Scott 
Field, which is now undergoing a 
major expansion as an army radio 
communications school, Gen. Ma- 
gee said he was_ particularly 
pleased with the recently complet- 
ed hospital there, but pointed out 
that its 50-bed capacity, while suf- 
ficient for present needs, would be 
far from adequate for the 8000 to 
9000 officers and men_ expected 
there by April. 
rison is about 3000. 

He said he also found conditions 
satisfactory at Jefferson Barracks, 
but that present facilities would 
have to be increased when the post 
becomes a conscript receiving cen- 
ter, as planned, in addition to its 
present function as a preliminary 
training center for Air Corps tech- 
nical service recruits. The garri- 
son there ultimately may total 5000 
meh, he said. 

No New Buildings Needed. 

New hospital buildings, however, 
will be unnecessary at either Scott 
Field or Jefferson Barracks, he 
asserted, as nearby barracks can 
easily be converted into hospital 
annexes. At posts not so fortunate- 
ly situated, he said, the army is 
building temporary structures. to 
provide hospitalization. 

As for hospital and medical 
equipment, large amounts of which 
will be needed under the army ex- 
pansion, the procurement program 
of the medical department was pro- 
ceeding very satisfactorily, he said. 
“In fact, the primary purpose of 
'my visit to St. Louis was to inspect 


‘new warehousing space recently ac- 


quired by the medical depot here,” 
he said. The depot is at Second 
and Arsenal street. 

“The demand for medical equip- 
ment, of course, is already very 
great and will increase,” he assert- 
ed. “Contracts already have been 


let for large amounts of medical

supplies, much of which are de- 
livered to the depot here.” 
Trained Men Needed. 

Discussing medical personnel, 
Magee said the army was 
having some difficulty in obtain- 
ing medical officers, but said the 
need was gradually being met by 
calling on members of the Reserve 
Corps. There have been some res- 
ignations of reserve physicians, par- 
ticularly among those with depend- 
ents, but generally he had found a 
“very fine spirit’ among these of- 
ficers, he said.

Fourth Annual Convention Opens 
at Hotel Jefferson—Operates 
Self-Regulatory Program.

Dorothy Maynor, Negro. Soprano, 


Has Remained 


Shy and Modest 


Despite Her Rapid Rise to Musical 


Fame as "The American Flagstad."

success yarns of the past few 

years, I give you the story of 
young Dorothy Maynor, who looks 
like a miniature Aunt Jemima and 
whose million-dollar voice has, in 
little more than a year, brought 
her recognition as one of the great- 
est artists of the Negro race. 

In August, 1939, Dorothy was a 
nobody. Today she is famous. Her 
exquisite soprano voice commands 
concert prices that place her 
among the aristocrats of the mu- 
sic world, Music critics lie awake 
nights thinking up new descriptive 
phrases of praise. Director Sergei 
Koussevitzky of the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra has called her 
“an American Flagstad.” And 
through it all, Dorothy remains the 
Same shy, modest, self-conscious 
person she was back in the early 
months of 1939, before she was 
hailed as the “musical discovery 
of the year” and when only a few 
friends had heard her and believed 
in her. 

Talking with 29-year-old Dorothy 
brings the impression that she is 
unaware of the dimensions of her 
success. 

“I don’t know how to explain 
it,” she told me simply in that 
down-soft voice of hers when I 
asked her how it felt to become 
suddenly famous. “I only know 
that I enjoy working—and yet sings

ing isn’t work to me.” 


And with the same simplicity— 
and a touch of humility—Dorothy 
told me the story of her life—a 
life that began as the daughter of 
a Negro parson in Norfolk, Va., 
and ran through uneventful years 
until August, 1939, when she had 
her first taste of fame and her 
name began causing excitement as 
a discovery in the music world. 

“IT really had no idea of becom- 
ing a professional singer.” She 
explained, as we talked on the 
occasion of her recent concert at 
The Principia, “in fact, up until 
about three years ago I was sure 
I would teach public school music.” 

But how circumstances conspired 
to convince Dorothy that her so- 
prano voice was something out of 
the ordinary is quite a story. As 
a child’ she sang in the choir of 
her father’s Methodist church. At 
the age of 14 she was sent to 
Hampton Institute at Hampton, 
Va., where she prepared for the 
school of home economics, She 
specialized in dress designing and 
her ambition in those days was to 
be a teacher of design. She was 
happiest with a mouthful of pins 
and a tape measure in her hand 
and in the school: dramatic club, 
she was wardrobe mistress and 
costume designer. Being a mem- 
ber of the Hampton choir was 
strictly a sideline and she _ re- 
mained just one of the 120 singers 
in the choir for three years before 
her special talent was discovered 
by Dr. Nathaniel R. Dett, the dis- 
tinguished Negro conductor, teach- 
er and composer-director of the 
choir. 

Under Dr. Dett, Dorothy became 
a soloist with the Hampton choir 
and it was at his suggestion, when 
she had finished her preparatory 
course at Hampton, that’ she 
changed from the school of home 
economics to the school of music. 

“It meant only a transferring of 
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DOROTHY MAYNOR, THE DAUGHTER OF A NEGRO PARSON, SHE 


ambitions,” Dorothy explained. “In- 
stead of planning to teach design- 
ing, I switched to plans to teach 
music.” 

After four years in the school of 
music, Dorothy received a scholar- 
ship from the Westminster Choir 
School in Princeton, N. J.—but even 
the scholarship did not change her 
mind about becoming simply a 
teacher instead of a _ professional 
singer. As things turned out, a 
white woman, Miss Harriet S. Cur- 
tis of Boston, made up Dorothy’s 
mind for her. With money from 
her own pocket and with what she 
could raise from friends, Miss Cur- 
tis supported the young soprano in 
New York for three years. 

“My friends would tell me that 
I was working too hard,’ Dorothy

laughed, “but there was so much 
I had to learn. There was so much 
work to do.”

In August, 1939, Dorothy was 
taken by friends to the Berkshire 
Hills to hear the festival at Stock- 
bridge, Mass., by the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra, conducted by 
Sergei Koussevitzky. During the 
festival, Koussevitzky was coaxed 
by friends into hearing Dorothy 
sing. He consented, grudgingly, to 
hear her, but as she sang the fa- 
mous conductor melted and at the 
end of the audition he was shout- 
ing “A musical revelation! An 
American Flagstad! The world must 
hear. her!” 

That was Dorothy Maynor’s first 
taste of fame, for Koussevitzky

quickly spread the word that here 
was a great discovery. But the 
publicity only made the job ahead 
of Dorothy tougher. In November, 
1939, she was to make her debut, 
and because of the publicity, her 
audience on the night of her debut 
was made up largely of profession- 
al musicians and hard-boiled sophis- 
ticates who knew their music and 
needed convincing that Koussevitz-

Having heard of an incident that 
illustrates her tenacity I asked Dor- 
othy about the story. In that soft 
voice of hers that is without a 
trace of Southern accent, she ex- 
plained the incident as follows: 
“I once heard a musician say cas- 
ually that singers in the-old days 
managed a certain phrase from 
Handel's ‘Oh Sleep Why Dost Thou 
Leave Me’ in one breath. The 
night that I heard the remark, I 
got home at 9 o’clock and worked 
until 2:15. Friends found me at 
that hour and made me go to bed. 
But I was satisfied.” 


Only four feet, eight inches tall, 
Dorothy weighs 142 pounds, which 
is some poundage for her height. 
But her figure is the least of her 
worries. “The main thing,” she 
says simply, “is to keep strong and 
healthy.” She isn’t married, likes 
ping pong, tennis and bowling. She 
leans to browns and golds in the 
way of colors and when time al- 
lows still makes her own dresses. 

“I am happy with a needle in my 
hand,” she smiled. “I think when 
I am sewing is the only time that 
I am completely relaxed.” 


Credited by the Post-Dispatch 
music authority, Thomas B. Sher- 
man, as having “one of the truly 
great voices of this generation,” 
Dorothy takes all praise with deep 
humility. Tottering around on her 
ridiculously small feet—size 3B— 
and being unable to: reach the floor 
when she sits on a chair of ordi- 
nary size, gives almost an impres- 
sion of helplessness—until she 
starts to sing. Then she is the 
self-sufficient, complete artist—on 
a level with those great artists of 
her race, Marian Anderson and 
Paul Robeson. 


Contrast Baths 


In Treatment - 


Of Arthritis

PECIAL kinds of light or heat 
Gare not necessary for the suc- 

cessful treatment of arthritis: A 
home-made baker is suggested by 
the Council on Physical Therapy 
of the American Medical Associa- 
tion. 

It can be constructed out of an 
ordinary ‘piece of sheet tin curved 
in a roof-like fashion on a frame- 
work of strap iron or rods. Two 
double electric sockets are at- 
tached to the under surface of the 
roof and the necessary wiring in- 
stalled. Bulbs of either 60 or 120 
watts, or a combination may be- 
inserted. In short, the thing is a 
sort of half barrel-shaped ar- 
rangement which sits on the bed 
over the legs and gives them a 
good warming. Clamp lamps can 
be used in the same way for ar- 
thritis of the shoulder or wrist. 


Contrast baths constitute a form 
of treatment discovered compara- 
tively recently, which is very ef- 
fective and is certainly typically 
suited to be a form of home treat- 
ment. Contrast baths consist in 
rapid alternations of immersion in 
hot and cold water. Obviously 
they are most convenient for ar- 
thritis of the extremities—the feet 
or hands, but they can be arranged 
for the elbows or knees. They are 
especially recommended for arthri- 
tis in connection with cold and 
clammy skin of the extremities. 


i 


THE PROCEDURE is simplicity 
itself. Obtain two pans or buckets 
big enough to immerse both hands 


or both feet. Also a clock. The 
clock is important. Also a ther- 
mometer. One container should 


be filled with water at the temper- 
ature of 105 to 110 degrees F. The 
other should be filled with cool tap 
water at about 55 to 60 degrees F. 
Experience has worked out quite 
a definite schedule which gives the 
best reactions. It used to be ad- 
vised that the feet or hands should 
be immersed first in the hot and 
then in the cold water at one min- 
ute intervals, ending with the hot. 
Experimental studies on the dila- 
tation and relaxation of the blood 
vessels, which is the object to be 
obtained, has shown that best re- 
sults are obtained when immersion 
in the hot water is carried out for 
six minutes and the cold for four. 


Many patients cannot endure 
such long periods of cold immer- 
sion,;-and the exact timing can be 
modified so long as the hot immer- 
sion is longer than the cold, and 
that the cold is carried out for at 
least two minutes. This may seem 
pedantic, but it is in accord with 
the changes in size of the smaller 
blood vessels which follow quite 
definite time schedules.
